N a great fea port, in one of the molt diftant 
I provinces in France there lived a merchant, 
who had carried on trade with equal honor and 
profperity until he was turned off fifty years of age 
and then by a fudden feries of unexpected and un- 
avoidable loffes, found himfelf unable to comply 
with his engagements, and his wife and children 
in whom he placed his principal happinefs, redu-

His foul refource inthis fad fituation, was the 
reflection that upon the ftricteft review of his own 
conduct, nothing either of iniquity or impradence 
appeared. He thought it bett therefore to repair 
to Paris, in order to lay atrue ftate of his affairs 
before his creditors, that being convinced of his 
honefty, they might be induced to pity his misfor- 
tunes, and allowhim areafonable fpace of time 
to fettle his affairs. He was very kindly received 
by fome, and very civilly by all; from whence 
he conceived great hopes, which he communicated 
to his family.

Thus. Sir, you will fatisfy your vengeance, with- 
out fealing their irretrievable rvin!’’ And there 
his tears and fighs ftopped his utterance. 

His father’s creditor beheld him upon his knees 
in this condition, for a full quarter of an hour. 
He then fternly bid him rife and fit down, which 
he obeyed. The gentleman then walked from 
one corner of the room to the other, in great a- 
gitation of mind, for about the fame fpace of time. 
At length throwing hi’ arms about the young 
man’s neck, ‘I find, faid he, there is yet fome- 
thing more valuable than money. I have an only 
daughter, for whofe fate I have the utmoft anxie- 
ty. Iam refolved to fix it; in marrying you the 
moft be happy.

VIENNA, May 10. 

In the fubfequent accounts received from Prince 
Lichtenftein of that late attempt to ftorm Dubi- 
can, he beftows great commendations on the bra- 
very and ardor of the Auftrian troops,’ declaring 
that had not’ Major General Schlaun, on whom 
the command of that detachment devolved, upon 
Major General Khun’s being wounded, been mor- 
tally wounded himfelf, he would certainly have 
forced his way into the town. 

In the general a€tion, which followed this un- 
fuccefsful attempt, the Turks advanced fo near 
the bayonets of the Aultrians as to be able to reach 
them with their fpears. Neither fide feemed in- 
clined to give way, till the arrival of Major Schu- 
birfee, with a fquadron of the Kinfky light-horfe, 
when the Turks were totally routed. 

The lofs of the Auftrians in thefe actions a- 
mounted to two Lieutenant Colonels, one Cap- 
tain 117 non-commiffioned officers and privates, 
and 87 horfes, kilied; and three Lieutenant Co- 
lonels, two Captains, four Lieutenants, 391 non- 
commiffioned officers and privates, and 67 horfes, 
wounded. ‘Ten privates were mifling, and two 
pieces of cannon were taken by the Turks during 
the attack. 

The lofs of the Turks is computed at upwards 
of g00 men killed, and the Auftrians took one 
Torkith ftandard. 

Advices from Lieutenant General Fabricius, 
who commands the army in Tranfylvania, mention 
that on the 20th, 26thand 27th of April, feveral 
bodies of Turks, amounting together to 2500 men 
attacked different parties of the Auftrian troops, 
potted in the neighborhood of Terzbourg ; ie 
finding they could gain no advantage, they re- 
treated, leaving 46 men flightly wounded. 

Frequent tkirmifhes alfo happen between the 
Auftrian volunteers pofted at Croaka, in the Ban- 
net, and the Turks, in one of which the former 
lately made 12 prifoners, and took a ftandard. 





DUBLIN, May 28. 


When the edit of Nantz was revoked by the 
court of Verfailles during the laft century, near 
two millions of the inhabitants quitted their na- 
tive country, on account of the arbitrary and in- 
tollerable meafures that had been purfued. Should 
the French be now reduced to a ftate of flavery, 
and deprived of all their conftitutional rights and 
privileges, by their monarque, and every veitage 
of their ancient free mode of government Meson, 
done away, the moft liberal and noble minded a- 
mong them, will in like manner, quit a land of 
gloomy defpotifm, and enjoy the immunity of ci- 
tizens in fome other country.

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Exira ofa l.tter from Weft Malborough, Chefter 
county about 35 miles from Philadelphia, dated 
20th, 7th month. 

«* On the 6th inftant the following very affeat- 
ing fcene happened ;—About the time of two 
thunder guits meeting, there arofe a whirlwinc a- 
bout a mile fouthweft of us, and continued a 
north-eaft courfe about 3 miles (how much farther 
I have not yet heard)—It blew down all the fen- 
ces it came acrofs, and carried rails 8 or 10 perch- 
es; pulled Indian corn and flax up by the roots ; 
twifted off or blew down perch trees, and ftripped 
fome of their fruit; alfo tére the timber up in a 
wonderful manner; the tops of fome large hicko- 
ry trees were twifted off and carried a great dii- 
tance. It came acrofs my dwelling-houfe and 
fhook it fo that I expected it would not have ftood 
afterwards, took the roof of a houfe and carried 
fome of it about 30 perches, and carried fome 
bed cloaths out of the houfe; blew down one 
barn and itable, and unroofed feveral out houfes. 
indeed it is wonderful to fee what havock it made, 
and neither man nor beaft hurt by it. 


Extra& of a letter from Georgetown, to a gentle. 
man in Charlefton, dated July 8. 

«« Sanday laft we had a tremendous ftorm of 
rain hail and wind, accompanied by thunder and 
lightning, which did a good deal of damage. A- 
bout 11 o’clock in the forenoon Meflrs. Albert 
Roux and Co’s houfe on the bay, was ftruck by 
the lightning and fet on fire, which communicat- 
ed tofome gun-powder in the ftore and celler, and 
caufed an expiofion which entirely demolifhed 
the building. Captain Roux, Mr. Lewis Roux, 
Capt. Moore a yo.ng man who attended the ftore, 
and a negro, were buried in the ruins for a time, 
but were providentially extricated from their peri- 
lous fituation, without fuftaining any other injury 
than receiving a few flight bruifes : and the papers, 
books of accounts, goods, &c. the property of 
Mefirs.Roux, were luckily faved, The activity of 
the inhabitants, who flocked from all quarters and 
cheerfully lent their affiftance, prevented the fire 
from extending any further. During the ftorm a 
newly erected houle was thrown down, and feve- 
ral others were unroofed.”’

July 15, was received from Philadelphia, with a 
requeft, that it might be publifhed in the New- 
York Journal.

Riches or Fortune no excufe to Exempt any from 
Study. 


HERE are many who plead an exeniption 
from ftudy, becaufe their fortune makes 
them independent of the world, and they need 
not be beholden toit for a maintenance—that 1s, 
becaufe their fituation in life exempts them from 
the neceflity of {pending their time in tervile ot- 
fices and hardfhips, therefore they may diipofe of 
it juit as they pleafe. It is to imagine, becaute 
God has empowered them to fingle out the beit 
means of employing their hours, viz. in reading, 
meditation ; in the higheft initances of piety and 
charity ; therefore they may throw them away in 
a round of impertinence, vanity, and folly. ‘The 
apoftle’s rule, ‘ thatif any-man will not work, 
neither fhould he eat,’ extends to the rich as_ well 
as the poor ; only fuppofing, that there are differ- 
ent kinds of work afligned to each, The reafon 
is the fame in both cafes, viz. that he who will do 
no good, ought not to recieve or enjoy any. As 
we are all joint traders and partners in life, he 
forfeits his right to any fhare in the common {tock 
of happinefs, who does not endeavor to contribute 
his quota or allotted part to it: the public happi- 
nefs being nothing but the fum total of each indi- 
vidual’s contribution to it. An eafy fortune 
does not fet men free from labour and induftry in 
general ; it only exempts them from fome parti- 
cular kinds of labour : it is not a blefling, as it 
gives them liberty to do nothing at all ; but as it 
gives them liberty wifely to chufe, and fteadily to 
profecute, the moft ennobling exercifes, and the 
moft improving employments, the purfuit of truth, 
the practice of virtue, the fervice of that God who 
giveth them all things richly to enjoy, in short, 
the doing and being every thing that is commend- 
able ; though nothing merely in order to be com- 
mended. ‘That time which others mutt employ 
in tilling the ground (which often decieves their 
expectation) with the fweat of their brow, they 
may lay out in cultivating the mind, a foil always 
grateful to the care of the tiller.—The fum of 
what I would fay, is this: that though you are 
not confined to any particular calling, yet you 
have a general one; which is, to watch over 
your heart, and to improve your head; to make 
yourfelf mafter of all thofe accomplifhments 
an enlarged compafs of thought, that flowing hu- 
manity and generofity, which are neceflary to be- 
come a great fortune ; and of all thofe perfeétions, 
viz. moderation, humility, and temperance, which 
are neceflary to beara imall one patiently ; but 
efpecially it is your duty to acquire a tafte for thofe 
pleafures, which, after they are tafted, go off a- 
woe and leave behind them a ‘grateful and 
elightful flavour on the mind,
